4. Claims 18-35 are allowed. 

Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

6. The prior art fails to render obvious the claimed method of generating a 
sequence of waveforms including, inter alia, generating the waveforms at timings 
corresponding to pulses in a primary sequence having a narrow autocorrelation 
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sequence, the pulses being arranged in packets of predetermined configuration with 
gaps between the packets, and the timings of the pulses within each packet being such 
that each packet has a narrow autocorrelation sequence, and wherein each waveform is 
randomly selected from a set of waveforms with respective predetermined 
characteristics as operatively interconnected and functionally claimed. Clearly the prior 
art does not provide for the claimed system.
